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| HE Rolls of the Parliament of Scotland have been extracted 
from the Records by the parties, and conſiſt of more than 
400 pages. From the year 1434 to the year 1587, they contain about 
one hundred meetings of Parliament, where the perſons preſent 
are marked. Lord Daer has printed ten of theſe rolls.—In the 
iſt, ad, 4th, and gth of theſe, a few Maſtert are marked promiſ- 
cuoully with Peers and Freeholders.—In the 3d and 5th, they are 
marked immediately after the Peers, and before the leſſer Barons. 
In the 6th, there is no Maſter.—ln the 7th, 8th, and roth, the 
Maſters are marked as an order by themſelves,

“ This Noble Perſon was the poſthumous ſon of Robert Maſter of 
Graham, ſon and heir apparent of William Earl of Montroſe, (who 
was ſlain at the battle of Pinky,) by Margaret his wife, daughter of 
Malcolm Lord Fleming. The Earl, his grandfather, took great care 
and pleaſure in the education of the young Lord Graham ; and, the 
better to initiate ham into public affairs, he ſent him frequently to 
the Parliaments, where we find bim a fitting Member as Proxy for his 
grandfather. The old Earl being defirous to raiſe more heirs to his 
family, thought fit to diſpoſe of the Maſter, his grandſon, in mar- 
rage, which he did in 1569, to a Lady of the moſt Noble family of 
the Drummonds, by whom his Lordſhip had all his children.

Extracts from the Records of the Privy Council, 
Preſerved in the Juſticiary Office, 


The Roll printed by Lord Daer, p. 20. is another ſederunt of the 
Privy Council, taken from a book in the Juſticiary Office, intituled, 
« The Cuumſale Buke, beginnand upon the firſt day of June, the zeir 
« of God, ane thouſand five hundredth fourſcore eleven zeirs.“ 

There were three acts paſled at this meeting of the Council, the ti- 
tles of which are given by Lord Daer,—The firſt of them is introdu- 
ced with theſe words : | 

The q* day in preſence of the Kingis - Majeſtie, his nobilitie and 
« counſale publickly conveenit, the ate maid be his Majeſtie with ad- 
„ vice of the Lords of his Secreit Coumſale, Seſion, and Chekher, 
« at Edinburgh the ſixteenth day of December laſt paſt be the q“ it 
is ſtatute and ordainit,” &c.—And concludes, * The Kingis Maje- 
« ſtie with adviſe of his ſaidis Nobilztie and Counſale hes ratified and 
« approven and be thir preſents ratifies approvis and confirms all 
„the ſaide actis, &c. 

The ſecond act, intituled, A diſcharge of all Conventions of the 
4 Kirk to be halden at Edinburgh,” is in theſe words: | 

« The Kingis Majeſtie with aviſe of his Nobilztie and Counſale for 
« the better obſervance of his hieneſſe peace quet and gude ordour, 
« in his eſtait and cuntrie, hes concludit and reſolvit that there ſhall

As two eldeſt ſons of Peers were returned for the counties of Aber- 
deen and Dumfries to the firſt Parliament of Great Britain, en- 
22 have been made reſpecting the ſtate of the rolls of Free- 

olders, at that period, not only of thoſe counties, but alſo of 
others of the principal counties of Scotland; and it has in ge- 
neral been found, that there are no rolls of ſuch an early date, 
or even minutes of the election of members; in particular, there 
are none for Dumfries prior to 1738. By a letter from John 
Gordon, Eſq; ſherift-clerk of Aberdeen, it appears, that the 
minutes of election for that county, from the year 1702 down- 
wards, have been preſerved; and by an extract therefrom, re- 
ſpecting the election of Lord Haddo, it appears

That the Sheriff having required the Freeholders to proceed to 
the election of a Member, John Udny of Udny did preſide, as be- 
ing one of the laſt Commiſſioners from the ſhire to the laſt Scotch 
© Parliament, and ordered Mr Thomas Hay, the ſheriff-clerk, to call 
© over the roll of Freeholders, &c. and thereupon they proceeded to 
the election of Preſes and Clerk, and did elect John Udny to be 
< Preſes, and the ſherift-clerk to be Clerk, of that meeting; and the 
meeting qualified agreeably to the then ſubſiſting acts of Parlia- 
ment. | 
* Thereafter, before proceeding to the election, the ſaid William 
Lord Haddo produced a charter of the lands and barony of Haddo, 
dated 13th April 1708, and ſaſine thereon, dated 1oth May, and re- 
corded 14th May ſame year, And the ſaid John Udny having 
* propoſed, that the ſaid Barons ſhould proceed to the election of 
© their Commiſhoner, Mr William Seton of Pitmedden, and Colo- 
nel John Buchan, did remove, and go out from the ſaid meeting; 
and it being agreed to proceed, the ſaid haill Barons, all in one 
* voice, but any diſcrepancy, did elect the ſaid William Lord Haddo,'

From theſe minutes it appears, that Lord Haddo did not ſtand up- 
on the roll of Freeholders previous to the day of election: That he 
was infeft only a fortnight before that period, and brought his char- 
ter and ſaſine in his pocket, when he offered himſelf a candidate for 
the county. The ſame was undoubtedly the caſe with Lord John- 
ſton, who was returned for the county of Dumfries to the f11{t Par- 
lament of Great Britain. 
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
